They were a 
Christmas present from his sister in 1906 and Calder, then 8, quickly 
put them to use twisting pieces of wire into jewelry for his sister’s 
dolls, Since then he has owned some 50 pairs and seldom ventures 
anywhere without one in his pocket. Such an affinity would seem 
more fitting for a mechanic than a sculptor and in those days Calder 
was more inclined to be the former, His grandfather, Alexander Milne 
Calder, was a. sculptor, known chiefly for his statue of William Penn 
atop the City Hall in Philadelphia. His father, A. Stirling Calder, was 
also a sculptor and his mother was a painter. Between the two, Calder 
was kept busy as a model and one childhood statue of him clad in a 
bearskin. now reposes in the Metropolitan Museum. Quite naturally 
Calder rebelled against art and in 1915 he entered Stevens Institute 
of Technology in Hoboken, N.J. 

When he graduated, he went through a rapid succession of jobs, 
working as draftsman for @ utility company in New York, as engineer 
for a window-sash firm in Ohio, adviser for a lumber magazine in St. 
Louis and efficiency expert for a department store in Brooklyn. * 
‘was a race between being bounced and quitting,” he rememb 
1922 Calder hired out as a fireman on a ship going to the West C 
and got a job in Washington running a store in a lumber camp. This 
occupation gave him time to study the scenery which in turn pro- 
voked him to paint. Before long he was heading East again to study art. 

At the Art Students League in New York Calder studied with George 
Luks and John Sloan, and in his spare time got a job sketching ath- 
Jetes and dancers for the National Police Gazette. This led in 1925 and 
1926 to assignments at the circus where Calder sketched the menagerie 
and made notes on the equestrian and aerial acts. Within two years 
these studies were to start him on his way to fame. 

In the spring of 1926, at the age of 27, Calder got the yen for Paris, 
With the promise of $75 a month from his mother, he worked his way 
across the ocean painting the decks of a freighter and settled down on 
the Left Bank. By the following year almost everybody in the art and 
literary circles had heard of Calder and, more particularly, of his eir- 
cus. During solitary hours in his room overlooking Montparn: 
Calder had devised from pieces of wire, felt, cork and wooden spools 
an array of miniature circus performers—trapeze artists, dancers, 
clowns, animals. These he set up in a small tanbark ring laid out on

Notables 
like Jean Cocteau, Frederick Kiesler, the painters Pascin and Foujita, 
came to crack peanuts and wateh the two-hour performance which 
alder announced in growling French and accompanied with old pho- 
nograph music. x 

With the invention of his circus a new creative field opened up for 
Calder. A friend suggested he try modeling a large figure *th wire, 
thereby launching the artist on a series of wiry portraits of celebriti 
like Josephine Baker which were straightway exhibited in Paris, Berlin 
and New York. In 1927 a toy manufac- 
turer from Oshkosh, Wis. commissioned 
Calder to turn his animals into wooden 
toys for children. Soon he was doing a 
sizable business in leaping kangaroos, 
skating bears and fish with eyes that 
rolled and tails that wiggled. 

During these years Calder lived mostly 
in Paris but from time to time he came 
back to the U.S. to pick up a commercial 
job or two. On one such excursion he 
met a beautiful young girl from Boston 
who caught his eye because “her hair 
stood on end like Medusa’s.” She was 
Louisa James, grandniece of Novelist 
Henry and Philosopher William James. 
Two years later they were married. 

Nineteen thirty was an important year 
for Calder, In Paris a friend took him 
to see the Dutch abstractionist, Piet 
Mondrian, whose severely geometricized 
of straight lines and colored 
covered the walls of his tidy studio, Calder was impressed, 
was also bothered. “It would be nice,” he said, “if theshapes 
moved.” Mondrian frowned at the idea, But Calder went home and 
tried to work it out

To remedy this 
Calder decided to rely on the wind, Constructing his mobiles along 
the lines of fishing tackle combined with dangling trapezes, he pro- 
duced a free and balanced creation which swung and bobbed with the 
least breath of air 

In 1933 Calder left France, where he 
had become known as “the king of wire,” 
and returned to America. After four years 
of comparative obscurity, he was invited 
back to France to design a fountain for 
the Spanish pavilion at the Paris Expo: 
tion, Since the other artists decora 
the pavilion were Spaniards, Calder billed 
himself as “Calderén de la Fuente” and 
proceeded to construct a circular steel 
basin into which flowed a stream of mer- 
cury that struck and set in motion a sus- 
pended mobile. This fountain became a 
top attraction of the Exposition and two 
in Mode Years later Calder was asl gna 
water ballet fountain for the New York 
World’s Fair. 

These art and engineering feats lent 
prestige and a note of practicality to Calder’s playfully sus; crea- 
tions, and American collectors and museums began to take a more 
respectful view of his work. During the ’30s, the Calders had ma 
aged to get by on funds from scattered sales and commis: 
plemented by a small income of Louisa’s. In the "40s, ( 
sculpture began to catch on. By 1950 a kind of peak in recognition 
came when the Massachusetts Institute of Technology honored the 
engineer-turned-artist with a huge retrospective show that drew de- 
lighted praise from professors and sober theories from students, who 
believed the motion of the mobiles could “all be boiled down to 
elliptical integrals.”

Calder. Whenever he has a large show, he generally has to go along 
with his sculptures to assemble them properly. In the early days when 
he was making wire figures the job was easier. In 1928 a group at Har- 
vard invited him to exhibit his work and arranged to meet him at the 
train with some cars to convey the sculpture to the gallery. When the 
train pulled in, out stepped Calder with some pliers in his hand and a 
roll of wire slung over his shoulder, Setting up shop in a student's 
room, he proceeded to twist the wire into enough shapes for a com- 
plete show. 

When he isn’t trotting after his shows, Calder stays close to his 
Roxbury, Conn. home. In his studio he turns out about 40 sculptures 
a year, ranging in height from three inches to 15 feet and priced at 
$150 to $3,000. Calder manages to sell about half of his yearly output; 
the rest he strews around his house, strings up in his studio or stows 
away, disassembled, in a “coffin.” The whole studic ed up like a 
circus tent with an elaborate system of ropes and pulleys which en- 
able Calder to get at any aerial act he wants. 

In spite of the fact that he is often labeled a machine-age sculptor, 
Calder has only a grindstone and a drill that are run by motor. Some 
of his implements might be found in any layman’s tool chest: ham- 
mers, files, vises, metal clippers—but there is a distinctive assortment 
Calder has designed for his own needs: a wire straightener, a wire 
twister, a device for locating the center of gravity of a metal shape. 
Calder believes in working whenever possible with hand equipment. 
*If you get sold on mechanization your work becomes manufactured 
instead of inventive and imaginative.” Because of this he works with 
rivets and twisted wire and only resorts to welding when he is making 
a heavy stabile for out-of-doors.

Because of the fantastic variety of tasks he performs, the hands of an 
anesthesiologist are perhaps the most versatile in any profession. Feeling 
for a faint pulse, Collins’ hands are as sensitive as those of a violini 

Yet he possesses the crude strength of a wrestler when forcing sedatives 
ona struggling, delirious strong man. As an operation proceeds, he must 
minister to the continually changing condition of his patient. At various 
stages in the operation he may need blood, stimulants, perhaps a differ- 
ent anesthetic. Collins may use as many as 30 pieces of specialized equip- 
ment. Responsible for the general health of his patient, he must know 
what to do as each devel 1, expected or unforeseen, occurs, and 
only the anesthesiologist has this knowledge and the skillful hands to 
use it. To give artificial respiration to a choking newborn infant, he must 
handle the baby as gently as a glass blower handles a goblet. To relieve 
the agony of a patient with an uncontrollable facial tic, Collins must 
plunge a long needle at precisely the right angle to reach a position near 
a deeply buried nerve trunk—an error of 1/8th of an inch could cause

HE seeds of our fight for freedom were sown many, many 
years ago. Now, only now, after so much waiting have they 


burst into blossom. 

We were a handfu' men whose hearts were full of faith. We 
were also men filled with the shame and humiliation force 1 upon 
us by the campaign in Palestine. We, as the soldiers of our nation, 
had responded to that call to duty across the Sinai Desert. As patri- 
otic Egyptians we had marched to repulse an enemy threatening 
our eastern frontiers beyond Suez. ‘Then, while fighting upon the 
burning sands of the desert, we learned that the enemy was lurking 
not only in the night before us, but also was entrenched in our 
cities behind us—traitors of our own blood. Weapons were deliv- 
ered to our troops, but minus vital parts. Ammunition finally 
reached our supply dumps, but it would not fire. Medical supplies 
for our wounded, and there were many, came through to us in piti- 

Many items of field equipment, desperately needed 
men, never arrived at all. In truth we were surrounded. 
Fears, which we had sensed only vaguely in our peacetime barracks 
before the campaign, became real. Now, for sure, we knew that 
those who directed our affairs in the campaign were men who had 
sold themselves, their countrymen and even their own sons, to 
the devil. 

The infamy upon which they had been nourished and their own 
evil souls encouraged them even more to betray their country. Yet 
it also, for the first time, brought into being small groups of officers 
united to challenge the traitors—men of Egypt determined to 
avenge their lost comrades and to deliver their homeland from the 
grip of those who so cruelly trafficked with their own honor and 
the lives of their countrymen. 

We were bitter that our country should be kicked into the dust 
of the road. We decided to dedicate ourselves to the rebirth of its 
dignity. But even then we tried to change things before we started 
to move. We circulated pamphlets telling the people how black 
our history had become. We tried to warn the king to regain his

Just before returning to the residency with the ultimatum, 
Prime Minister Aly Maher sat with Farouk in the Bab el Malek 
(Gate of the King) in Ras el Tin Palace. Outside, in the streets, a 
surprising thing was taking place. A young American, Robert Simp- 
son, the aide to Ambassador Caffery, kept trying to force his way 
in his car through my cordons around the palace. He was most 
determined. I gave orders that he be permitted to pass. We know 
that he went immediately to the Bab el Malek, Farouk was appar- 
ently a beaten man. We know that both Farouk and Aly Maher 
were sitting alone side by side when Farouk motioned to the Amer- 
ican and said, “Come. Come. I've never been so glad to see any- 
one in my life. We haven't much time. I have two things I want 
you to tell your ambassador.” Aly Maher just sat there, with 
the time running out, and said not a word. He knew that our 
deadline of 1200 was final. Then Farouk added, “Ask him if he 
will do everything possible to save my life. If he does, will he 
come to say goodby. Then the American left, and Prime Minis- 
ter Aly Maher returned to his residence to draw up the papers 


of abdication. It seems rather strange, remembering how we felt

B we decided to accord him full honors upon his departure, not 
because of him as an individual, but because of our respect for the 
throne. At 1735 Farouk sent Queen Narriman, his three daughters 
and infant King Fuad II to the waiting royal yacht Mahroussa. 
Farouk remained inside Ras el Tin where he stood waiting out his 
last few minutes in Egypt. With him were Prime Minister Aly 
Maher, Princess Faiza and her husband Ali Raouf, Princess Fawzia 
and her husband Ismail Sherine, the American ambassador, Mr, 
Jefferson Caffery, representing all foreign missions in Egypt, and 
his aide, Robert Simpson. We made no effort to place officers in 
the king’s private quarters of the palace at this moment. 

Farouk said aoolbe to his sisters while still in the palace; then 
he, with Aly Maher, Mr, Caffery, Ismail Sherine and Simpson, 
walked to the elevator, rode down to the first floor and walked out 
toward the royal pier where a cutter was waiting to carry Farouk to 
the Mahroussa. The royal standard dipped and the palace band 
played our national anthem as he stepped out upon the pier. ‘In 
true Egyptian fashion the faithful servants of the palace set up a 
wail of lament that must have been deafening to hear. Over it all 
21 guns fired their parting, royal salute. 

My officers saluted as he passed slowly along the pier. Finally, 
Your Mobilgas Dealer has ‘em — alone, he stood at the end, dressed in the gleaming white uniform 
Famous Mobil DeLuxe Cushion = of an admiral of Egypt.

£ are not in the fiction business. Since 1936 we have 
worked hard to present a round account of what goes on in the 
world by means of photographs and whatever words were nec- 
essary to explain them, and we hope to go on doing so for a long 
time.
